' %vith a view of rendering the Incomes arising preamble, 

from Tithes more certain in amount, and more easy of col- 
lection, several Acts have been from time to time passed, for the 
establishment of Compodtions for Tithes throughout Ireland ; but the 
interposition of Parliament is further necessary, in reference to various 
circumstances peculiar to that part of the United Kingdom : 



And whereas, His Majesty has been pleased to issue a Commission, 
bearing date the fifth day of August in the fifth of His Majesty’s reign 
authorizing and directing the Persons therein named, to inquire whether 
iQ adequate Provision is now made for the religiou.s Instruction, and for 
the general Education of the People of Ireland : 

And whereas it appears by the first Report of the Commissioners 
named in such Commission, that in some parishes there are no 
members of the Established Church, and in other parishes few such 
] 5 members ; 

And whereas it is just and necessary for the establishment of peace 
and goo 4 order in Ireland, and conducive to religion and morality, that 
after adequate provision made for the spiritual wants of the members 
of the Established Church, the surplus Income of such Parishes shall 
2Q be applied to the moral and religious education of the people, without 
distinction of religious persuasion j and also, that the said Composi- 
tions for Tithes shall be made payable by persons having a perpetaal 
estate or interest in the' lands subject thereto, a reasc^ble. dwJnction 
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lieing made upon the emount thereof, in consideration of the gi'eater 
facility and security of collection arising out of such transfer of the 
liability to the payment thereof, from the occupying tenantry to the 
owners of such estates or interests ; 

BCfc it tfttVCfptt (Eimmb, by The KlNG's most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tern- ^ 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, THAT llie right of all Persons in and to all 
TilhesorComjJOsitions for Tithes heretofore accrued, or at anytime here- 
after to accrue due in Ireland shall wholly cease and determine: Provided, 
That nothing herein contained shall extend to any arrears of Compo- 
sllions heretofore accrued due and payable to or by any Person entitled 
to the receipt, or bound to the payment of the same by virtue of any 
such Certificate of Agreement as is mentioned in an Act passed in the 
second and third year of His present Majesty’s reign, intituled, “ An 
Act to amend three Acts passed respectively in the fourth, fifth, and 
imthe seventh and eighth years of the' reign of his late Majesty King 
Georoe the Fourth, providing for the establishing of Compositions 
for Tithes in Ireland, and to make .such Compositions permanent 
And provided further, That nothing heroin contained shall extend to 
any Compositions for Tithes, the light whereto may be vested in His 
Majesty under the provisions hereinafter following, nor to any Tithes 
or Compositions for Tithes, for the recovery whereof any suit action 
cr other proceeding sbull have been commenced, previous to the 
Txoentkth day of March in this present year, in any court of law' or 
equity, but that the plaintiff shall be at liberty either to prosecute such ’ 
action or other proceeding, or to discontinue or stay the same, at his 
option, and if he shall think fi.t to discontinue or stay the same, and if 
such Tithes or Compositions for Tithes shall have accrued due for the 
'jd'dX-One thousand eight hundred and 7'hirty-four, then and in such 
case he shall be entitled to the like relief as other Persons entitled to 
Tithes or Compositions for Tithe.s for that year may have under the 
provisions of this Act.
